The Dedication of the Garfield 
Monument at Cleveland, 0. 


Address of Ex-Gov. Cox, Orator 
of the Day. 


The Ceremonies at the Cemetery Preceded 
by a Parade Three Miles Long—Veterans, 
G. A. R. Members, State Militia ana 
‘Civilians Participate —Garfleld’s Old 
Regiment, With Its Tattered Battle 
Flags, a Conspicuous Feature of the Pro- 
cession—Ex-President Hayes Presides at 
the Exercises—Gov. Cox’s Eloquent Ofa- 
tion—The Invocation by Grand Prelate 
Sir Kuight Van Cleve—President Harri. 
son's Address—Dedication by the Grand 
Commandery. 


LEVELAND, O., May 

30.—Iu the presence of 

a Vast multitude and 

with all the pomp 

and ceremony, but, 

albeit, solemnity be- 

fitting the occasion, 

the memorial erect- 

ed by the contribu- 

tions of a grateful 

country to the honor 

of James Abram Gar- 

field, canalboat boy, 

school teacher, soldier, statesman and Presi- 
dent, was formally dedicated to-day. Of the 
tens of thousands that were gathered upon 
the greensward of Lake View Cemetery there 
were many that had journeyed from far-dis- 
tant points to pay their last tribute of respect 
to the second of America’s Presidents to 
meet his end by the bullet of &n assassin’ 
Two-thirds of the States and Territories were 
represented in thatthrong. Upon the plat- 
form the nation itself, in the person of its 
chief magistrate and three of his constitu- 
tional advisers, lent recognition and coun- 
tenance to the event, while over all, and asa 
pathetic side to the picture, the widow and 
children of him whom all had met to honor 
looked down upon the scene with mingled 
feelings of pride and sadness. Cleveland 
looked much this morning as did the Quaker 
City at the dawn of the memorabie 
celebration of July 8 of the Cen- 
tennial year. The already abundant 
decorations of yesterday had been 
largely added to during the evening and night 
until flags ignumerable and acres of bunting 
floated inthe breeze. Those who had pre- 
dicted fair weather upon the report of the 
Signal Service that a storm was Inevitable 


were not disappointed. Wher the sun rose. 


the sky was cloudless and there was every 
promise of a dry, bot day. Even at an early 
hour there were crowds of people upon the 
streets. Many of them, in fact, had sat up 
all night on the benches inthe public square 
and on door steps in order that they might 
secure vantago spots from which to view the 
procession of the day. At 5 o’clock special 


trains from all parts of the State began to 
pour their loads of living freight into the de- 
pots and from that hour on a continuous 
stream of people poured up the main streets, 
while the steady tramp and inspiring music of 
the Grand Army Veterans, Knights Templar, 
Kulghts of Pythias and the State militia awoke 
the late sleepers and gave inspiration to 
THE PRELIMINARIES. 

By 9 o’clock pedestrianism on Superior 
street and Euciid avenue was next door to an 
impossibility. Business in the city was en- 
tirely suspended and it seemed as though 
two-thirds of the quarter million inhabitants 
of the city had turned out en masse to 
fraternize with the fifty thousand or 
more visitors from outside points who, 
according to the best estimates, had arrived 
within the past twenty-four hours. Still, 
however, the inpour from the depots con- 
tinued and the hotels, resturantsand eating 
booths were besieged by hungry mortals who 
cared not how they took a bite and a drink, 
so long as they got it. Meanwhile, the 
various divisions of the parade had begun to 
form ontne streete running east of Euclid 
avenue and west of Erie. The crowd good 
naturedly gave away for the various com- 
panies and the ranks were filled with com- 
mendable celerity. Just as the hands of the 
bix clock at Ontario street 
pointing noon, Chief 
Gen, James Barnett gave the word 
for the head of the column to move 
from Erie. A trumpot blast and on the mo- 
ment a hundred veterans,ten abreast, wheeled 
around the corner and up the avenue. Some 
were in Grand Army uniform and some in ei- 
vilian attire. At their head thay carried two 
torn, tattered and faded battle-flags, one of 
which had been shot through and ogg 
until searcely an entire plece the size ofa 
child’s hand remgined. The thousands on 
the streets, wind@wsand roofs caught sight 
ofthe veterans anda yell went up that never 
ceased until two hours later, when the head 
ofthe column, footsore and weary, passed 
through the arch at the 

ENTRANCE TO THE CEMETERY. 

The throng did not need the inscription 
on the strip of canvas that was carried 
between ranks ‘‘Remnant of the Forty-second 
Ohio Volunteers, Col. Garfleid’s, 1861-1890’’ 
to tell who the véterans,;were. They were 
nearly ali that remained of the gallant men 
who had followed the lead of their then 
Colonel — afterwards President—over the 
bloody fields of Middle Creek, Cumberland 
Gap, Vicksburg, Champion Hills, Thompson 
Hills and Chickasaw Bayou, and who had 
borne the flags which they so 5 carried 
at their head through many a hand-to-hand 
conflict. To-day thelr march was one con- 
tinued ovation. Menand women vied with 
each other in testing the strength of 
their lungs, while in addition many of 
the fairer sex, as block after block 
was passed, tore the flowers from their cor- 
sage und rained them down upon the beads of 
the little company. Immedlately behind them 
came the veterans ofthe Grand Army, many 
of whom had fought under Garfleld at Chicka- 
amaugua after his title of colonel had given 
way to that ot general. Not aman was miss- 
ing of the James A. Garfield Post from the old 
home at Mentor, and these, too, as they car- 
ried a life-like picture of their patron saint 
between the battle flags, came in foralar 
share ofenthbusiasm. No posts from outside 
States figured inthis division, but in that of 
the Union Veterans. which was next bebind, 
there were good-sized contingents from Pitts- 
burg and McKeesport. The Sons of Veterans 
brought up the rear of the first division 
proper.

The fifth division was composed of five 
sections of Knights Templar under the com- 
mand of Sir Knight M. J. Houck, 
Captain General, and as they marched 
along with marti tread their white 
plumes waving prou in the alr and swords 
shining and jewels sparkiing in the sunlight, 
they presented an inapiring spectacle. Im- 
mediately behind them came twelve brigades 
and divisions of the Knights of Pythias; then 
in order, the Unifor Rank of Odd Fellows, 
the Knights of St. John and of Father Mat- 
thew, German civic societies, German War- 
riors and Prussian Verein, Italian and Hun- 
garian Knights, Bohemian Citizens and Cath- 
olic Knights, and a miscellaneous contingent 
of citizens afoot and in carriages brought up 
the rear of the twelfth and last division. 
From beginning to end the parade was nearly 
three miles in length. It was 2 o’clock when 
the head of the column had passed under the 
decorated arch at the cemetery and twenty 
minutes later before the President and party 
reached the grand stand. Fully 30,000 people 
had already gathered around the memorial, 
although the parade was still in progress, 
while those who bad been viewing it from 
thoroughfares poured in : 

LIKE A RESISTLESS TORPENT. 

Little time was lost in seating the visitors. 
Mrs. Garfield, who given a reception tothe 
President early the dav, drove over 
to the cemetery in advance of 
the procession, - and: with * her 
daughter, Mollie Garfield Brown, J. Stanley 
Brown, her son-in-law, Harry Garfield and 
J. A. Garfield, Jr., were seated immediately 
behind the orator of the day, with the Presi- 
dent on the right of them, Vice-President 
Morton on tue left, with the members of the 
Cabinet supporting them on either side. 

The singing ot America“ by a choir of 500 
voices prefaced exercises and after ex- 
President’ Hayes had succeeded in securing 
attention from the multitude, which, consid- 
ering its size, was remarkably quiet and well 
ordered, he spoke as follows: 

EX-PRESIDENT HAYES’ SPEECH. 

FELLOW CITIZENS—James Abrabam Garfield, 
* vee, of Ohio, a brave and patriotic Union 
soldier, a statesman and scholar, and Presi- 
dent of the United States, having died in the 
path of duty, his countrymen of all the States 
and Territories and of the District of Colum- 
bia—and especially bis friends and neighbors 
ofthe city of Oleveland and of the Western 
Reserve—aided by ny good people in other 
lands, have ereeted this memorial and endur- 
ing structure to perpetuate his memory to 
future generations. This noble purpose has 
been fitly embodied by the eminent architect, 
Mr. George Keller, inthe memorial structure 
which will now be dedicated in the presence 
of this ancouhted multitude of witnesses.

In a clear, distict voice, which could be heard 
far into the throng, ex-Gov. Cox spoke as

GOV. COX’ ORATION. 

My fellow citizens, we have come here to 
dedicate this memorfal to one of our country’s 
worthies. Our task is not the mournful one 
which filled the streets of our cities with fu- 
neral pageants years ago. If our thoughts 
take a tinge of solemnity from the memory of 
the tragedy which brought the life of Garfield 
to an untimely end and shocked the whole 
nation by the causeless enormity of the crime, 
it will only make our retrospect the sober and 
thoughtful thing itonght to be. Time heals 
all wounds, and it is our privilege to think of 
the departed statesman who was once our 
friend and neigbbor as of a char- 
acter already an historic one; analyzing 
his career with quiet pulse; not tortured a 
grief too poignant and recalling his at 
qualities and his big-hearted human sympa- 
thies in reminiscenges full of real, if sober, 

The masslve structure which 
crowns this bill meets the eye of the way- 
farer as he comes to fair Cleveland from 
Hiram, the place of Garfield’s home and activ- 
ities as a youth and man, where he labored as

and illustrated in the individual and concrete 
man whoa was a striking figure in the 
time and who did a man’s full part 
In our country’s work. This structure and 
the statue it covers means that Gurfleld’s 
countrymen see in him and in what he did so 
much that is worthy of imitation and worth- 
17 exibits and interprets the critical period 
of our national life through which we have 
just passed that they have wished to embody 
in imperishable stone 

THE MEMORY OF IT. 

They desire that it shall teach many gener- 
ationsto emuiate the good qualities which 
fitted him to lead in good directions and to 
seek that honor in good men's memories 
which comes by subordinating selfish ends to 
the common good. They nave built this 
memorial in the bellef that we shall be 
the better for learning well and wisely this 
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Statue of Garfield. 


lesson and that he whose memory it shall 
help to preserve is a fit teacher of faith in our 
institutions and in our country’s destiny. Let 
us look at his life in this spirit, and trace, in 
brief outiine, a sketch of his growth from boy 
to man.’’ 

Ex- Gov. Coxthen traced Garfield’s career 
from his birth to his tomb and in closing said: 

And so men of all parties have united to 
build this memorialand to place this statute 
upon its pedestal to commemorate these vir- 
tues and these services. Antagonigms are here 
forgotten. Cynical carping bas no place here. 
The good, thé great, ‘the strong, 
the wise and the triotic were ail 
so abundant in him that out of them the 
young ofcoming genérations may construct 
an ideal on whichto mold themselves. The 
weaknesses, the limitations, the imperfec- 
tions incident to human nature, and which 
every man must humbly acknowledge his 
share in, may here be dropped from view and 
the model to be imitated is made up of those 
noble and generous qualities which were so 
marked in the man we honor to-dav. The 
people of this land, far and néar, are at this 
very hour decorating the graves of their fallen 
patriots and heroes with affectionate 
and heartfelt love and reverence. Our 
task is part of theirs. We join 
our countrymen in the loving duty. 
This memorial isa permanent decoration of 
the tomb where lies the body of a soldier and 
patriot whose services to his country were 80 
great and so brilliant, thatthe dignity of this 
structure and the durability of this monu- 
ment only wives fitting expression to the 
solidity of trust, the honor, and the regard 
with which the American people chefish the 
memory of such ag he. May it be to us and 
to our children the continuing lesson if pa- 
triotic endeavor which it was designed to be, 
and may many generations, as they look 
upon it find it stimulating them to that nobler 
manhood which shall develop our free institu- 
tions into all they ought to be. 

The oration was repeatedly punctuated with 
applause, and at its conclusion Gen. Cox was 
— again and again tottie front of the 
stand. f 

The Hallelujah Chorus, by Handel, was 
next sung, after which President Harrison, 
Vice-President Morton, the members and ex- 
members of the Cabinet, the General of the 
Army and the Governor of Ohio were pre- 
sented. President Harrison was then intro- 
duced by ex-President Hayes. The Chief Ex- 
ecutive made a few briet remarks,which were 
inaudible half a dozen feet distant. 

Again the voices of the choir fell softiy up - 
on the beautiful city of the dead, this time 
with Metzke’s beautiful hymn, Oh Weep 
forthe Brave. As the last notes died on 
the airthe officers ofthe Grand Commandery 
mounted to the four corners of the upper 
balcony of the monument and as many 
buglers blew a ringing Diastto the north 
south, east,and west. Every head was bared 
and many bowed when Grand Prelate Sir 
Knight L. F. Van Cleve, from his position at 
enterance to the memorial chamber, de- 
livered a fervent invocation: 


TUE INVOCATION. 

„When conflicting opinions and opposing 
interests have divided the nations and tribes 
of men, when angry hosts have rushed into 
battle ,whon philanthropy has been in tears, 
and humanity been clothed in sackcloth, the 
gentle hand has touched the wild tempest of 
human passion and Thy voce, whith calmed 
storm-tossed Galilee, has coufmandea peaco, 
be still. In obedience to Thy behest many 
a white-robed angel has borne. tra- 

hies of lasting good to man- 

ind from the bloody battlefield, as 
Runnymede and Appomattox ean testify. 
Kven sorrow, touched by Thee, grows bright, 
and we have seen the eyolution of Thy pur- 
poses out of the darkest and saddest years of 
our national history. It befits us to remem- 
ber these things and to recognize Thy pres- 
ence and Thy supreme authority .where we 
can not hear Thy voice or see Thy hand. The 
safest and best commander of armies, like 
our own Washington, is a man of prayer. 
The best and wisest statesman seeks counsel 
from Thee, as did our own Garfleld, and 
heeds the words of Thy written 
laws. In our nation’s conflicts 
the warm union of the people im trastful 
prayers was a stimulus to her 8 ling 
armies and to her perplexed statesmen, while 
it served as a sedative to the excited, anxious 
homes from which our citizen soldiery had 
gone, Thus the final arbitrament was rred 
to Thee and we gravetuity accept the result. 
Reposing under the shadow of Thy protec- 
tion, we now ech Thee to so rule and 
direct in the affairs of this nation that sober 
reason and just counsels may ever hereafter 
save us from domestic or foreign complica- 
tions, and that in every controversy peaceful 
means may be sufficient to adjust thom. We

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ö DEDICATING THE MEMORIAL. 

As his voice died away, the hymn: It is 
the Lord's own day, set to a „ mournful 
strain, was sung by the Tempie artette. 
Grand Commander Sir Knight Henry Perkins 
then announced that in pursuance of the daty 
assigned by the Grand Commandery they had 
assembled to dedicate the memorial with 
knightly honors.

Proclamation was then made by Grand Gen- 
eralissimo Sir Huntingdon Brown that the 
memorial of their illustrious frater, Sir Knight 
James Abram Garfield, had been dedicated to 
the uses designed, and proclamation was 
made by the Templars to the four points of 
the compass, while *‘The Flag Without a 
Stain’’ was rendered. The Knights having 
retired, the doxology was sung by the memo- 
riai chorus and audience, and with the pro- 
nouncing of the benediction by Rev. T. D. 
Powers, D. D., the exercises and event of the 
day were brought toa fitting conclusion. The 
presidential party were at once driven back 
to the city and willieavefor Washington to- 
night. 


THE CONVENTION CLOSED, 


Last Day’s Prcceedings of Episcopal Diocese 
of Missouri Delegates, 


The Episcopal Convention for the Diocese of 
Hissouri concluded its deliberations yester- 
day. At the afternoon session the Railroad 
Committee reported having secured a rate to 
the convention of one and one-third fare, and 
a vote {thanks was tendered the railroad 
companies. The Standing Committee on Mis- 
sions was given leave to make their report at 
the next convention. 


Then Rev. Dr. Reed, Chairman of the Sun- 
day-school Committee, made a report which 
created the iiveliest discassion which oc- 
curred during the convention. After refer- 
ring to the importance of Sundey-school work 
and its growth in the diocese and commenting 
on the neglect of home training in some parts 
of the diocese, the report said these three 
88 were suggested: 

1. How shallthe membership be increased 
in the Synday-school?

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THE DUST NUISANCE 


THE FAILURE OF MANAGER JOSEPH TO 
EXECUTE HIS CONTKACTS- 


The Contractors’ Association Show a Dispo- 
sition to De the Work on Joseph’s 
Contract—Dusty Streets in Many Parts of 
the City—A Contractor With a Big Cen- 
tract—City Hall Matters. 


The St. Louis Improved Street Sprinkling 
Co., according to the complaints that con- 
tinue to pour in the City Hall, is sadly in need 
of improvement. The opinion is now pretty 
general that Manager David Joseph bit off too 
much when he bid away down and captured 
a majority of the contracts. Mr. Joseph says 
he did this to give the public cheap sprink- 
ling, but the old sprinklers, who have been 
resolutely opposing him at every stage, 
claim he did it to freeze them out and secure a 
monopoly on the street sprinkling business. 
No matter what his plan was, his work is not 
giving satisfaction to the citizens. The com- 
plaints to-day indicate that there are excel- 
lent reasons for many protests. Sections of 
the city south and north are not sprinkled, 
simply because the St. Louis Uo, lack enough 
carts to properly sprinkle all the districts. 
Joseph says he will give up six or as many 
districts as the city wants, and have them 
relet if desired. He has already given 
up the sixteenth district to Matt 
Ryan who is sprinkling it with three carts. 
hen Mayor Noonan reached his office at 
noon to-day he immediately calied in Coun- 
selor Bell and the situation was discussed in 
all its features. The Mayor said he would not 
be dictated to by any combine of sprinkling 
contractors.The city had nothing todo with the 
quarrels of Mr. Joseph’s company and the 
smaller contractors, and it would insist on 
faithful performance of every contract. He 
said with emphasis that it the Sprinkling As- 
sociation proposed to hold out for $10 a day 
for each cart and insist on another 
SIXTY DAYS’ AGREEMENT, 
it would be badly disappointed.

Movement to Ereet a Hospital Where They 
Will Be Given Care and a Home. 


A meeting of ladies prominent in charitable 
endeavor and social position was held yester- 
day afternoon in the parlors of the Mercantile 
Clud for the purpose of taking initiatory steps 
towards the establishment of an institution to 
be known atthe St. Louis Woman's Hospital. 
Among those present were: Mesdames C. P. 
Wise, A. H. Handlan, A. J. Lindsay, John A. 
Dillon, J. K. Cummings, Peter L. Foy, Au- 


cone Ewing, G. M. Lynch, F. A. Drew, 
ames Bannerman, A. Peugnet, Dr. Joseph

The necessity of such an institution as was 
contemplated was urged, and a discussion of 
plans for. securing it entered into.

The ladies are unable to start and maintain 
the institution from their own means and 
earnestiy request all persons to assist them 
by contributing as Iliberally as they can for 
the first yoar, after which, with the help of 
the 1 it is hoped the hospital will be 
self-sustaining. There will bea free dispen- 
sary and freeclinic connected with the hos- 
pital. The institution will be strictly non- 
sectarian.

PRICES RULING. 


Shearing Commenced and Larger Lots Be- 


ing Received—Tendency of the Growers | 
to Hold Back fer a Still Higher Market— 
Effect ofthe Tariff Legislation—Dealers 
Give Their Opinions ef the Outlook. 


‘Wool is commencing to arrive in large lots 
and it is very evident that sheep-raisers have 
finally begun the work of shearing in carnest. 
The weather heretofore has been so cold and 
wet that shearing coula not well be 
done without endangering the lives of the 
sheep and the growers naturally beld 
bagk for more favorable weather. Now that 
the warm weather has set in, the work of 
stripping the sheep oftheir winter coats will 
progress steadily. Many shippers show a dis- 
position, however, to hold on to their wool 
in hope that prices will go still higher. They 
base their hopes principally on the tariff bill, 
but there is a great deal of difference of 
opinion among dealers asto whether the pass- 
age of the bill by the Senate would 
have any further effect on prices. At present 
there is a good, steady demand for wool and 
that which has been {shipped here 
has met with ready sales at good 
prices, In fact the market is higher and 
more active than most people anticipated it 
would be. St. Louis being the earliest wool 


market in the country, is of course receiving 
the bulk of the wool now ‘being marketed and 
many mills have their representatives here. 
MR. A. J. CHILD 
in discussing the situation remarked: The 
opinion expressed last week as to the advance 
effect of the probable ane by the Senate 
of the McKinley tariff bill, seems to have 
been verified during the past week by a steady 
hardening of prices and a decided advance in 
selling prices. Choice lots of wool can still 
be placed higher than the quoted figures, which 
are made to apply to shipments in average 
condition. Ido notcontemplate a boom in 
wool prices but believe that the early wools 
in this market will command, for some weeks 
to come, very satisfactory prices. St. Louis 
will continue to have larger receipts through 
the month of June than any other wool mar- 
ket which will of course attract every class of 
buyerstothis point. It cannot be too often 
reiterated that shippers can realize in 
this market their money quicker 
without doubt better net results 
in any other. The late 
fine weather has allowed the shearing of the 
larger clips in this latitude to get well under 
way or completed, as shown by the increased 
receipts. Itisto be expected that the views 
of intelligent men will aiffer greatiy about 
the ultimate effect of tariff legislation and 
that views more or less diverse will be pub- 
lished. My opinion is we can expect and de- 
pend upon a good healthy condition of the 
wool market through the season. 
MR. J. M. FROST, 
President ofthe Western Wool Commission 
Co., expressed his views of follows: The 
market continues active and strong, anda 
ready sale is found for all classes of wool. 
Our Eastern correspondents are complaining 
that this market is too high for them, in fact 
the highest in the United States. The light re- 
celpts are caused in a great measure by the 
farmers in the country who are generally 
holding their clips above the prices effered 
by buyers. This is due mainly tothe excite- 
ment caused among them bythe passage of 
the tariff bill. They seem to forget that the 
effects of the bill have already been practical- 
ly discounted, andthat the large stocks of 
woolen goods carried over from the last mild 
season Will staud in the way of any further 
advance. There seems to bea great deal of 
doubt now as to whether the tariff bill will go 
through the Senate as speedily as its project- 
ors anticipated. That august body appears 
inclined to discuss it thoroughly and will ap- 
parently not putup with the railroading tac- 
tics of Reed and McKiuley. If this should be 
the case it will be impossible for the bill to 
pass before the ist of July, in 
which event it probably would not 
take effect until the lst of January, 1891. 
It must be noted in this connection that the 
longer the final passage of the bill is put off 
the more time it will give to foreign manu- 
facturers to export their goods to this coun- 
try. They are now rushing them in as rapidly 
as possibie and Bradford milis are working 
hard on American orders. Taking all this 
into consideration, coupled with the fact of 
declining markets in Europe, it seems to me 
that prices are about as high as they will be 
and perhaps higher, and that it would be well 
for farmers and growers to take advantage of 
a good thing when they have it.’’ 
MR. W. G. MOORE 
of the firm of Funsten & Moore was asked if he 
thought St. Louis was getting her share of 
wool, and in reply said: Well, I should say 
so. During the past week receipts have in- 
creased perceptibly, and St. Louig has again 
leaped tothefront and is leading all other 
wool markets in the country. It is quite 
amusing to St. Louls woo! men to hear the 
comments and see the amazement of houses 
in the old Eastern markets, where they have 
done business the same old way for fifty 
years. The East believes in time-honored 
customs, and they would rather lose 
their eye teeth than to do busi- 
ness on new plans. They are complain- 
ing the dealers, and they are paying more for 
wool than is necessary, and express the ho 
that when wool moves more freely that N. 
Louis will come to her senses and allow pices 
to settle toa lower figure. St. Louis is able 
to take care of herself, and if by pueh, energy 
and improved business methods in handling 
wool, she gets the lion’s share of Texas and 
Western wool, we expectto hear nothing but 
vigorous kicks from the ‘‘effete’’ East. St. 
Louis is especially attractive to manufac- 
turers on account of the immense variety of 
wools handled here. We receive wool from 
Missouri, Illinois, hentucky, Tennessee, Mis- 
sissipp!, Texas, Arkansas, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Montana, Wyoming, Utah, Colorado, 
New Mexico and Indian Territory, and wool 
from these sections vary so. in grade and 
quality that buyers have only to pay their 
money and take their choice.’’ 
: MR. J. FUNSTEN 
of Funsten &Co., when asked for his views 
on the market, said:

The Water Gas Co. in St. Louis dates from 
1883, when some local men sought and ob- 
tained in the Municipal Assembly a franchise 
to sell heat and power in the city. Philadel- 
phlans representing the United Gas & Im- 
provement Co. got hold of the company, and 
for the purpose of manufacturing and 
selling water gas“ obtained a tranchise 
from the Municipal Assembly. In this process 
petroleum is the material from which the gas 
is made, instead of coal as in the older pro- 
cess. They had licenses from the National 
Gas Association, which owned the water-gas 


patents, and proposed to sell gas at half the 
— then charged by the St. Louis Gas- Light 
o. a 
THE FRANCHISE 
was given the Philadeiplhians on December 4, 
1885, when the bill was passed over the May- 
or’s veto Dy the House of Delegates and the 
Council. The vote in the House of Delegates 
on the final passage ofthe bill is recorded in 
the office of the City Register as unanimous, 
and it was so declared by the then Speaker of 
the House. The fact was some members re- 
fused to vote, and the action of the Spedker at 
that time caused an entire reorganization of 
the House. 

The Water Gas Co. was in this ordinance 
given the right to erect works and lay gas 
mains inthe streets and alleys—particularly 
the alleys—of the city, and seli gas for thirty- 
five years—until January 1, 1920—at $1.25 per 
thousand, less 5 pér cent to consumers pay- 
ing bills in five days aiter they become due. 

THE FINAL SECTION 
of the ordinance was as follows: 

Sec. 13. The said company agrees that the rights 
and franchises granted by and existing under this 
ordinance shall not be transferable, nor shall the 
same or any part thereof ever be sold, assigned, 
transferred or conveyed by the sald company, nor 
shall said company ever amalgamate, or consolidate, 
or pool its earnings with any other corporation 
without first obtaining permission to do so by the 
passage of an ordinance by the Municipal Assembly. 

The company laid mains northjof Washing- 
ton avenue in the Laclede Co.’s territory, 
bat did not attempt to do business in that 
territory south of that line where the St. Louis 
Gas-Light Co. claimed the exclusive right 
until 1890. During the fight{in the Municipal 
Assembly the St. Loule Gas-Light Co. had 
been the bitter opponent of the Water-Gas 
Co., but after the franchise was granted the 
hatcbet was buried. The Philadelphians had 
been in the market and had bought largely of 
the old compuny’s stock. They had won 
friends among the stockholders and they now 
proposed a trust. 

THE TRUST WAS FORMED 

and St. Louis Gas-Light, St. Louis Gas, Fuel & 
Power,and Carondelet stocks were exchanged 
for trust certificates. It was a com- 
bination against the Laclede which 
was the only company that would not 
goin. The pipes of the Water Gag Co. were 
extended in Laciede territory, and the price 
of gas was cut to $1 wherever those companies 
competed. 

That was all the Water Gas Co. was good 
for—atool. It wasan instrumentto be used 
in forcing the Laclede into the combination. 
As the end of the old St. Louls company’s 
life drew near other tactics were adopted 
and last year large holders of St. Louis Gas- 
Light Co. stock here and in Philadelphia com- 
bined with large Laclede stockholders, 
bought out the holders of Laciedewho wanted 
to sell and took possession of the Laclede. 
At the end of the St. Louis Co.’s life, January 
1, 1890, the Laciede bought the effects of the 
old company, and the Water-Gas Co.’s price 
for gas was raised to $1.25 all over its terri- 


tory. 
IN THE BEGINNING

age ot the United Gas & Improvement Co., 
an issue of 1,000 bonds of $1,000each was au- 
thorized. The total issue under this was only

The Joint Committee Conference Fails to 
Restore Them. 


New Yorn, May 380.—The meeting of the 
Joint Executive Committee of the Central 
Traffic and Trunk Line Associations and New 
England lines adjourned sine die yesterday 
without coming to an agreement to restore 
East - bound freight rates. Prominent rallroad 
men bad thought that the joint committee 
meeting would end in a proclamation of un- 


versal peace. All the necessary steps, except 
the restoration of East-bound all rail 
and lake and rall freight rates, had 
been taken. The trunk line ex- com- 
mittee in conference with the lake men 
had restored westbound freight rates be- 
tween the seaboard and St. Paul. The presi- 
dents of the Western and Southwestern roads 
had signed’ an agreement restoring all pas- 
senger rates after June 10. It was thought 
thatthe joint committee would make quick 
work of eastbound freight rates, but the close 
of a two days’ meeting found fifty men 
further away than ever from a peace basis. 
„This result, said the traffic manager of 
one of the roads represented, will be likely 
to affect all eastbound freight rates east of 
the Mississippi River and some think 
that westbound freight rates between 
the seaboard,and St. Paul will go under again. 
It is the belief of those people that the lake 
men agreed to tne settlement of west-bound 
lake and rail rates only on the condition that 
east-bound rates should be restored. The 
lake men catch at any little pretext for kick- 
ing over the traces, and I should not bo sur- 
prised if freight rates tumbled back to where 
they were ten daysago. This will leave the 
restoration of passenger rates as the net re- 
sult ofthe peace conference. Commissioner 
Blanchard of the Central Irame Asso- 
ciation presided at the meeting of 
the joint committee, and he had more 
on his handsthan he ever had before, for 
several presidents and vice-presidents t 
into a wrange. The Lake Shore was the chief 
barrier to the restoration of East bound rates, 
although the Pennsylvania was a kicker. 
Lake Shore at tue beginning of this week re- 
duced the East bound rates on the filth and 
sixth class because it alleges several of its 
neighbors had been cutting rates secretly.’’

A BUREAU OF INQUISITION. 
The Census Department under the bill 
passed by Congress and the methods 
adopted by the census officials to execute 
the provisions of the law is rapidly assum- 
ing the aspect of a Bureau of Inquisition 


into the private lives of citizens. 


The list of prying questions concerning 
the mental, physical and financial condi-_ 
tion of citizens was bad enough. It re- 
quired citizens to give full and detailed 
nformation of their defects and ailments 
of mind and body and of their assets 


and liabilities under penalty for re- 


fusal to answer. The ridiculous and 
the abominable were fairly mixed 
in this provision of the law. But the de- 
partment adds the taint of dishonorable 
spying to the other census offenses by 
sending a circular to physicians request- 
ing that they fill out lists of the names of 
their patients with minute descriptions 0 ¢ 
their deformities or diseases. If the phy- 
sicians had been asked merely for the 
number and manner of ailments and de- 
fects coming under their observation the 
circular would not be objectionable, but it 
expressly states that the information is 
desired in order, to check off the lists of 
the census enumerators and thus discover 
if true answers have been given by citi- 
zens. Inshort, physicians are asked to 
use their professional secrets for spying 
purposes. To crown this act and to make 
the sociological investigation complete the 
department should require priests to re- 
port their confessional secrets and mem- 
bers of families to furnish accurate details 
of the shortcomings of other members, 
The information sought. by the census 
officials 1s undoubtedly valuable from the 
standpoint of sociological statistics, but 
there are better ways of getting it than 
by turning the census designed to obtain 
necessary facts as tothe population into 
an inquisitorial nuisance. Besides, infor- 
mation thus obtained will be thoroughly 
discredited at the outset and will not be 


regarded as reliable.

GRAND-JU RT WHITEWASH.- 

The Cole County Grand-jury has pre- 
sented three formidable indictments 
against ex-Treasurer NOLAND, who is 
down and out. Only a weak prosecution 
combined with strong political influence 
in his favor can prevent his conviction. 
Only executive clemency can save him 
from a loug term in the penitentiary if 
convicted. But why has the Grand-jury 
made a scape-goat of him to cover the 
escape of other State officers who facil- 
itated his embezzlements by neglecting 
their sworn duties and violating the law 
prescribiug tbose duties. Of them the 
Grand-jury merely says: 

We have also examined into the conduct of 
various officers, both State and county, and 
while there is no criminal neglect, there is 
certainly in some of them avery negligent 
discharge of duty. Frem the examinations 
which we have been compelled to make in re- 
gard to the management of certain State offi- 
cers, not proper to mention in this report, 
we find that there are many loopholes which 
might be protected by proper legislation to 
the great benefit of the people, It will prob- 
ably be improper to refer to this matter 
specifically at this time, but it should receive 
the attention of the General Assembly when 
it convenes again. 

What is the use of more laws on the sub- 


ject if the Attorney-General and the 
Grand-jury of Cole County refuse to pros- 
ecute State officers for plain violations of 
law, and declare that there is ‘‘nothing 
criminal’ in undenied and undeniable 
violations of penal statutes? Instead of 
presenting these notorious ‘offenses and 
naming the offenders in high places, the 
Grand-jury report makes a scapegoat of 
one deposed and ruined delinquent, and 
whitewashes the others by aiming a 
vague, indefinite charge of negligence at 
every State and county officer in Missouri.

Does It Hurt Him? 


From the Indianapolis News. 

Does a dlamembered limb retain sensitive- 
ness? Many persons hold firmly that it does. 
Their belief is apparently sustained by those 
strange and vivid imaginings of persons who 
have lost a hand or foot, and declare posi- 
tively that they have feelings in the fingers or 
toes ofthe lost member. The phenomenon, 
however, has been explained in a scientific 
way. Such cases are frequent, and Edgar 
Bergen, a 12-year-old boy who lives at 24 
West Michigan street, isan example. Yester- 
day he was taking a ride on the cars in the Big 
Four yards when he slipped. He was dragged 
some distance, but could not maintain a safe 
position, and his left foot was cut off above the 
ankle, rémaining in the shoe. The 
was taken home, and his leg was amputated 
just below the knee. The foot was taken to 
Crown Hill and buried in a lot near his 
mother’s grave. The little fellow bore his 
pains bravely and never lost consciousness, 
but he complains frequentiy that the toes of 
his dismembered foot are cramped, and the 
foot seems stilito be in position. The foot 
was placed In a eramped position in the box 
in which it was buried, anda member of the 
household declares that this accounts ior the 
boy’s sensations, and recalls cases which she 
thinks confirm this view.

SMASHED ALL MAIDEN RECORDS. 


The First Voyage of the Hamburg Steamer 
Normannia. 


NEW Tonk, May 30.— The Normannla, the 
latest addition tothe fleet of the Hamburg 
American Packet Co., came into port this 
morning. She covered herself with glory by 
smashing all records for maiden voyages and 
fulfilled the expectations of her owners and 
admirers.

SUPREME JUDGE CANVASS.- 


He Says Southeast Missourl Has Not Had 
a Supreme Judge in Sixty-Seven Years— 
Indications That Judge Burgess Will 
Get the Biggest Vote in the St. Louis 
Delegation—St, Louis Lawyers Who Are 
Looking Ahead. 


Judge Thomas, the Southeast’s candidate 
for Supreme Judge, is in the city and stop- 
ping at the Laclede Hotel. He thinks his 
chances for securing the nomination are ex- 
eellent. This morning when the subject of 
location was mentioned the Judge said that 
he thought he could knock out all the other 
candidates when it came to geography, and 
drawing forth a map proceeded to demon- 
strate his ability to do what he claimed he 
could. He drew two lines through the State, 
one from north to south, the other from east 
to west. The lines divided the State into four 
equal sections. The line from east to west 
passed right under St. Louis and Johnson 
Counties. 

„Now,“ said the Judge, th section of 
the State lying south of the line drawn under 
St. Louis County on the east and Johnson 
County on the west, has at present only two 
State officers, Seibert of Cape Girardeau and 
Judge Sherwood of Springfield. The line 
drawn from north to south through the cen- 
ter ofthe State might be extended as far west 


as Greene County, and that section of country 
Incipsed between it and a line drawn 
eas and west below St. Louis 
County has never had a representative on the 
Supreme bench in sixty-seven years. The 
last judge they had in the Supreme Court was 
Judge John D. Cooke, and he was only on the 
bench for three years. The Southeast, you 
see, therefore, has very good reasons to urge 
why it should be given the Supreme Judge this 
time. The people have gone into the fight 
this time to win. Heretofore the section has 
never been entirely solid for its candidates, 
but this time it is.“

 GETTYsBuRG, Pa.. May 30.—The morning of 
bo-day dawned beautiful, and rain, the Ne- 
mosis, that almost invariably hounds this oc- 
- ®asion, seems to have for once relieved us of 

its presence. Senator Ingalls andthe National 
Congress appear to be the greatest Memorial 
Day attraction since President Hayes took 
Part in the exercises some ten years 


go., From early morning the people of 
thus outiying villages and country have been 


rolling into town in veliicles of every make 


and description until the town was filled with 


- pedestrians. About 10 o’clock the first division 
arrived and with short intervals the railroads 
entering here have been pouring in visitors 
from Harrisburg, Baltimore, Washington, 
„Tork and other cities. On the 
Western Maryland road the eleven 
extras were run in anywhere from four sec- 
tions downward of ten coaches each, and by 
lo’clock the streets were a moving, pushing 
crowd of humanity. The Congressional train, 
bearing the members of the Senate and House, 
stopped atthe railroad cut on the first day’s 
field. Here the statesmen left the cars, and | 
‘Hon. Edward McPherson, Clerk of the 
national House, was made commander in be- 
half of the Gettysburg Memorial Association. 


The train returned tothe Round Top Branch 
and passed along the Dattiefield to Little 
Round Top: Here the party disembarked 
and ascendea the Round Tops, where the 
„Valley of Death’ ’skirts the hill at this point. 
Col. Batchelder detailed the engagement 
along the Federal left, Longstreet’s assault, 
the awful carnage of the wheatfield and the 
death of Farnsworth. Again boarding 
the carsthe return was made to Hancock 
Station, where, after describing the charge cf 
Pickett and the wounding of the Second Corps 
commander on the third day, the party took 
carriages prepared for them and drove 
through the Soldiers’ National Cemetery, 
and over Cuth’s Hill to the Balimore pike and 
thence to the town. While Congress was wan- 
dering over the battie-flela the decora- 
tion Day exercises inthe National Cemetery 
took ace. The procession was formed on 
Chambersbure streot, with the right resting 
On Center Square, and moved out Baltimore 
street in the following order: 

Fust division, Grand Army; Corporals Sons 
of Veterans; Senator Ingalls, the orator of the 
day, and distinguished guests in carriages. 

Second Division, Bendersville Cornet Band; 
Patriotic Order Sons of America; Loyal Legion 
Military Co.; Gettysburg Fire Department; 
Citizens. 

After reaching the cemetery the programme 
was: Dirge by che band until the National 
Monument was reached. At the graves cere- 
monies by G. A. R.; strewing of flowers by 


the public school chilaren and military com- 


panies; music by a select choir, ‘*Decora- 
tion’’ and Let Them Rest. The line of 
march then proceeded to the rostrum at the 
south. end of the grounds. Here Hon. Edward 
McPherson acted as master of ceremonies and 
the prayer was made by Rev. W. H. Keith of 
Lucerne County. There was music by the 
choir, ‘‘Dropping From the Ranks; an ora- 
tion by Senator Ingalis; music, ‘‘Oh, Starry 
Flag, and benediction by Rev. C. A. Haydd 
ot Gettysburg.

Johnson’s Island Cemetery. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcn. 
CLEVELAND, O., May 30.— Among thousands 
of tender tributes that a grateful and loving 
people will pay to the dead soldiers to-day in 
all the North none will be more notable than 
the services which the Grand Army Posts of 


Sandusky and Lake Side will hold in the little 
cemetery on Johnson’s Isiand, Lake Erie, 
where sleep the Confederate dead who died in 
that famous Northern war prison. For a 
quarter ofa century these Southern soldiers 
have slept on the beautiful little island that 
Was made so terrible to them by the fate of 
the war. Their modest resting place is a little 
plot, scarcely an acrein extent, at one edge 
ot the lovely grove of young trees at 
the northwest point of the island. 
Among the shaded mounds to-day generous 
Northerners once more will strew them with 
fowers of pity, forgiveness and remem- 
brance. From the rising ground beyond is 
the old prison ground, and the few buildings 
that still remain are decaying memories of the 
time when this bright spot in hospitable Ohlo 
was a dungeon for our brothers. For years, 
with each returning Memorial Day, it Las 
been the custom ofthe Grand Army post and 
the relief corps of Sandusky to take a steam 
across the bay to the little island cemetery 
and strew the graves with flowers. As time 
went onthe ‘cemetery fell into a neglected 
condition. The plain boards that 
once marked the graves were tottering 
from the touch of time, and wind and storm 
and sunshine had combined, through a score 
ofyears and more, to dim the words of in- 
scription once plainly carved upon them. On 

omethe names were partially effaced and 

blivion had nearly ciaimed them for her 

wn. In September of last year, however, 
the cemetery was Visited by a party of Georgia 
newepapermen, farmers and others during 
their excursion through Ohio,and they at 
once set onfoot a movement to secure the 
proper identification of the graves. The 
records were consulted and the list was made 
as complete as possible, though many must 
remain unknown until the end of 
time. A few weoks ngo over two 
hundred pure white marbie headstones 
were sent to Sandusky from the 
Marietta (Ga.) marble quarries and carefully 
placed over the graves, In this labor of love 
the old Union soldiers of Sandusky gladly 
gavethe Southerners alithe assistance and 
co-operation in their power. It was with 
both a generous work that bound all more 
closcly together in fraternal feeling. Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, North Carolina, Arkansas 
aud Alabama have the largest representation 
in order given among these graves, while 
South Carolina, Mississippi, Missouri and 
Kentucky have less numbers, and Georgia 
only asmall representation. Prisoners were 
sent to Johnson’s Island from both Eastern 
and Western armies, and so this little spot

Seventy-five thousand dollars is the latest 
charity advanced to the House of the Good 
Shepherd. Mr. Adolphus Busch yesterday 
had papers drawn up by Charles Nagel and 
signed by the wealthy brewer himself which 
gives himthe distinction of being one of the 
most charitable men in the city. It wiil be re- 
membered that not long since Mr. Buseh 
donated to the Sisters of the Good Shepherd 
the property which was formerly known as 
Bamberger’s Grove to be used as a site for the 
erection of a newconvent for the House of 
the Good Shepherd. The deed to the prop- 
erty was made out for Mr. Busch, but that 
gentle man was anxious to have it 
placed entirely in the possession of 
the institution for which he had 
purehased the ground. The grove is valued 
at something over $20,000. As Mr. Busch 
leaves soon for Europe, last Tuesday he sent 
word tothe Mother Superior of the House of 
the Good Shepherd that the day following he 
would have the property entirely transferred 
to the Sisters of the Good Shepherd. This 
was accordingly done, as stated on yesterday. 
Moreover, the benefactor added to his already 
muniflcent gift the sum of $75,000 to be 
used at once for the sole pur- 
pose of commencing the erection 
ef the new convent, the said sum 


to be prepaid tohim only when the present 
convent On Seventeenth and Pine streets can 
be sold to advantage. Mr. Busch furthermore 
expressed his desire that the work be at once 
commenced, and that the stone-work be com- 
pleted by early winter. Although the pur- 
chase of the ground made everything easy for 
those people interested in the admirable in- 
stitution contributions came in so siowly that 
he decided to at once advance the $75,000, be.

NO RIGHT TO TAX THEM. 


THE ENERGETIC PROTEST OF THE MER- 
CHANTS OF NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Strong Public Sentiment Against the Ex- 
actions of the French — Merchants Will 
Not Pay Taxes Until Furnished Protec- 
tion—No Agitation of Annexation to the 
United States—An Editor’s Views. 


Rv Telegranh to the Post-Drmsparow. 

Bosrox, Mass., May 30.—Mr. P. B. Bowers, 
editor of the Daily Colonist of St. Johns and 
one of the best posted and most influential of 
Newfoundlanders, is in Boston on a business 
errand. Mr. Bowers was one of the delegation 
which has just been presenting the cause of 
his country to their fellow Canadians, arous- 
ing a public sentiment against the exactions 
of the French and in support ot the poor in- 
habitants of Newfoundland. Mr. Bowers said 
yesterday, when handed the Halifax dispatch 
reporting that merchants along the southwest 
shore of Newfoundland were refusing to pay 
import duties onthe ground that a govern- 
ment which is unable to furnish them protec- 
tion bas no right to tax them: 

That is what ITexpected. I heard before 1 
left home that such action was in contempla- 
tion. In regard to the outrage at Bay St. 
George. he remarked: ‘‘Similar outrages 
have been going on for years, but the people 
had to bear them, and the world heard noth- 
ing about them. The present agitation is 
already making the facts known, as the dally 
and the English- 
peaking world is compelled to look upon this 
spectacle of a Province of the British Govern- 
ment, with 200,000 population, sovereign 


within their own territory, humbled and out- 
raged by a foreign power. 

Mr. Bowers commented very sharply upon 
the article by Deputy De L’Oncle in the Paris 
Stiele. This Deputy, he said, makes 
plain what we haye suspected, that 
the ulterior design of the French is to 
obtain the right to buy bait for the Grand 
The solution which he pro- 

oses is one which the people of Newfouna- 
land would consider fair, provided the French 
Government stops payiug its fishermen a 
bounty of 2 per quintal on fish. Our people 
cannot compete with them on those terms and 
fishing is their only industry. M. De L’Oncle, 
however, is quite wrong in supposing that the 
age ey of Newfoundland will give way, even 
n the face of a demand by the Home Govern- 
ment. The present rights were yielded by 
England to France in 1857, and thongh the 
British Government on one side and Napoleon 
III. on the other were in favor of the conven- 
tion, the people of Newfoundland resisted it 
and appointed a delegation to enlist the sym- 
pathy of other and the 
result was that convention 
was abandoned and Labouchere (the British 
Secretary of State at the time) promised that 
no arrangement should be made in the 
future without the consent of ‘the Legislature 
and communityof New Foundland.’ ‘‘The 
community of New Foundland, continued 
Mr. Bowers, is bound to hold the colonial 
office to this declaration, and the people will 
never give willing consent to any agreement 
or arbitration which does not mest their ap- 
proval, and to which they ure not a party.’’ 

There is no sentiment among New Found- 
landers in favor ot annexation to the United 
States, Mr. Bowers says, nor is the question 
of separation fromthe Dominion at present 
under consideration. The sole topie of dis- 
cussion is the threatening danger that they 
will be starved out of their homes.

DOMINIE BROWN’S TROUBLE, 


Hels Held by a Justice for Shooting at One 


of His Veacons.

NEW Tonk, May 30.—Dominie William 8. 
Brown, pastor of the Mt. Zion African Church 
at Roseville, S. I., who was arrested a week 
ago charged with having fired two shots at 
Deacon William Purnell during an altercation 
at the church on Sunday, May ll, was ar- 
raigned yesterday before Justice Acker at 
New Brighton.

a deacon of the church, said that when he en- 
tered the church in an Intoxicated condition 
h@ got into an altercation with the dominie 
about Mrs. Purnell. Several members of the 
church put the witness out onthe street. The 
dominie procured arevolver and coming to 
the door fired four shots at witness, 

who returned the fire. Dominie Brown 
had at his house, and 
he 8 rumors that tho 
dom inie had been intimate with Mrs. Pur 
nell. Dominſle Brown then took the stand 
and said he came to Roseville from Cape May 
last August. Ille boarded with the Punnelis 
until last October, when be was married. lle 
said he had no feeling against Punnell and 
could not understand why Purnell accused 
him of being the father of Purneli’s child. 

He denied that he had ever been intimate with 
Mrs. Purnell. He said that on the morning of 
the shooting Purnell! entered the church in an 
intoxicated condition, with bottles of beer 
and whisky sticking out of his pockets and 
flourishing arevolver in the alsle, shouting 
that he wanted to shoot the dominie. Mr. 

Brown said that, fearing he would be killed, 

he jumpea out of the window and ran home, 

followed by Purnell, who fired two shots at 
him. The bullets entered the front door. Then 
he got a revolver and fired at the deacon in 
self-defense. A number of witnesses cor- 
roborated Dominie Brown’s story. Justice 
Acker held the dominie for the mmer.

He 
read with interest yesterday a dispatch to the 
effect that the President of the Republic had 
declared void the concession granted in favor 
otasyndicate represented bya man named 
Gessler to constitute a National Treasury 
bank. The fallure to complete the contract 
carries with it the forfeiture of $200,000 
deposited by the syndicate as a guarantee. 
Mr. Burke sald: 

„1 know ull about the matter, but I was 
surprised to learn that the $200,000 had been 
deciared forfeited. That had not been done 
when Ilett Mexico. The Monte de Piedad al- 
roady possed the same privilege and when 
certain capitalists made up theirminds to 
start a now bank they made overtures to 
the purchaser of the Monte de Piedad. The 
sale was finally agreed upon. The price fixed 
was $5,000,000, and it was agreed that the 
founders of the new bank should have sub- 
scribed a capital of $5,000,000 betore April 15. 
A deposit of $200,000 was made before the 
purchase asa guarantee of good faith, but it 
Was understood that the syndicate would 
want six months more leeway, But now I see 
thatthe 7200, 000 has gone to swell the coffers 
of the Monte de Piedad. Senor Pedro Martina 
of Mexico is President of the new bank, and 
M. L. Guirand and M. V. Hollings the Vice- 
Presidents.

TOGETHER FOR MUTUAL PROTECTION. 


The Sign Painters to Go on a Strike Next 
Week—The Waiters Hold Another Mass 
Meeting and Elect Officers—The Lathers 
Confident of Winning Their Strike—The 
Harness-Makers Firm—Labor Troubles. 


The German painters held a meeting last 
night at Union Hall, but nothiog of conse- 
quence was done. They are thoroughly or- 
ganized, are working eight hoursa day and 
are perfectly satisfied with what is being aoae 
tor them. They spoke of assisting the sign- 
painters in their struggle for shorter 
hours, but nothing was definitely settled. 

The sign painters had a strike sometime 
aco for eight hours, but lost it because they 
were without organization. They have held 
several meetings since then and have succeed- 
ed in effecting an organization, and on Tues- 
day evening they will hold another meeting 
at which they will receive their charter as a 
branch of the Brotherhood of Painters. Then 
there will be another strike with every chance 
of success. That there will be a strike is 
certain because under the charter which they 
will receive and sign, they will pledge them 
selves to work only eight hours per day. 
They will make the request of their cmploy- 
ers tor eight hours as a day’s work, and unless 
the demand is granted they will strike. There 
are small doubts but that they will win, as 
nearly every sign painter in thecity isa mem- 
ber of the organization, and will sign the 
agreement. This will leave no one to do the 


work and the bosses must accede what is 
asked. Being members of the Brotherhood 
of painters the other similar organizations 
are compelled to assist them, andtheir fight- 
ing strength will be greatly increased. 


The Colored Waiters Organized, 


The colored waiters held a meeting last 
night in Stark’s Hall on Eleventh street, near 
Morgan, and effected a permanent organiza- 
tion. The meetings heretofore have been 


merely preliminary steps towards organizing. 
They elected the foilowing-named officers: 
President, James Hallam; Vice-President, H. 
Driffel; Secretary, C. A. Wilson; Financial 
Secretary, J. F. Beeson, and Treasurer, 
Oscar Jones. Those present at the meeting 
were from all the large hotels, each of which 
sent delegates and there were about 200 pres- 
ent. A committee of two was appointed 
to confer with the white waiters at their 
meeting to-morrow night to decide on a 
scale of prices to be demanded of 
the different hotels and restaurants. 

There will be a mass-meeting of wuiters to- 
morrow evening in Union Halli, when the sit- 
uation will be canvassed and discussed. Itis 
probable that steps will also be tuken fur the 
relief ofthe Delicatessen strikers, who are 
in a lamentable condition regardiny finances. 

Aſter the scale of prices is decided on none 
of the members of the union will be permitted 
to work for any smaller wages than those 
specified. No troudle is antigipated from the 
hotels, as it is said they are willing to 
concede a reasonable raise inthe wages, but 
the restaurants are expected to give the 
trouble. The waiters are firm in their resolve 
to have good Wages or none. 


The eee Strikers. 


The strike at the Drummond Tobacco: 
Works has proved disastrous to the strikers. 
They were without organization and did not 
pull well.togetber. Being without a definite 


understanding, the force of the strike was 
easily broken. New men were readily found 
to take the placesof the striking employes and 
only a few of the dissatisfied ones were 
able to get their places back at the former 
wages. The most of thestrikers are pow 
looking around for situations. An attempt 
was made by some ofthe labor leaders to or- 
ganize the strikers but this failed and conse- 
quently the strike was only avery weak affair. 


The Quarrymen. 


The Bates quarry at Main and Madison 
streets started up yesterday morning with a 
gang of sixteen new men, who arrived from 
outside the city looking for work. A number 
of men from IIlinois and Indiana have been 


corresponding with parties in the city, and 
to-morrow and Sunday twenty-two new 
quarrymen who will work for $2.50 per 
day willbe given positions and will start to 
work on Monday. Thev s: ay they have been 
getting only $1.50 and $1.75per day and will 
gladly work for $2.50 per day, the price which 
St. Louts quarries have paid for the past three 
years. Itis expected that beforethe middle 
of next week there will be over 100 quarrymen 
in St. louis looking for work at $2.50 per day. 
This will probably kill the strike. 


The Lathers. 


The lathers held a mass meeting last night 
in Oentral Turner Hall. The meeting was pre- 
sided over by Gus Williams, President ofthe 
union, Two delegates were elected to repre- 
sent the body in the Trades and Labor 


Union. The meeting was addressed by several 
labor leaders, who urged the men to hold out, 
as success was certain. it is c'aimed that 
there are over 100 new houses in the city in 
course of construction on which was work has 
been stopped because of the strike among 
tbe Jlathers. A number of contractors 
have put on non-union lathers, but 
the strikers say that the union plasterers, 
whiteners, painters and carpenters will refuse 
to work on the buildings until the union 
lathers do the work, The carpenters refuse to 
do the lathing and affairs are at a standstill, 
The lathers will probably win. The lathers 
are trying to effect a union and the only 
trouble appears to be that they don’t known 
what body to join. Some are for joining the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters, but some insist 
that they are not carpenters and favor the 
organizing of a brauch of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. That they will effect some 
kind of a uulon is certain, 


— — 


The Harness makers. 


There is practically no change inthe state of 
‘affairs among the harnessmakers. The spring 
trade of the manufacturers has already gone 
and now nothing can be done untli July. The 


harnessinakers say that they most certainly 
will not weaken, and it would be poor policy 
for the manufacturers to give the scale and 
wages asked for after losing their spring 
trade. In July the strike will be either won 
or lost. The harnessmakers talk cheerfully of 
the situation, and say they can hold out with- 
out difficulty. A number are now wgrking at 
other trades and none are in want. 


The Marble-Setters. 


The marbie setters want to organize, but 
they are afraid to do so. A numberof at- 
tempts were made to organize, but the bosses 
found it out and put a stop to it; so they now 


remain in the same condition as before trying 
to organize. A number of men were dis- 

charged by che bosses for talking of organ. 
3 and they are now afraid to take any 
action

THE NEW METHOD OF 8 AND 
ö : ITS USES. 


Results of the Experiments Made by the 
Army With the Heliographic Mirrors— 
Its Military Advantages—Its Importance 
to Civilians—-Railroads to Adopt the New 
Signal Systems.

Wesley Merritt has taken great interest in 
the matter, and a series of tests has recently 
been completed in the Indian Territory 
that have been more than satisfactory. Until 
recently the only method of sending messages 
rapidly over long distances was by means of 
the telegraph, but the development of the 
heliograph system, credit for which is di- 
vided between Gen. Merritt and Gen. Miles, 
marks a new and important innovation. 

IN THICKLY SETTLED DISTRICTS, 
amply provided with telegraph lines, there is 
no demand for the system, but in the sparsely 
settied country of the West ite value is ad- 
migted on ali sides. An army officer, in 


disoussing the heliograph system said: ‘‘The 
military ona campaign have long felt the 
need of some means of rapid communication 
between columns far distant from each other. 
The heliograph system, consisting of a few 
mirrors mounted on light tripods, the whole 
outfit light enough to be carried on horse- 
back, seems to supply this want better than 
anything yet devised. A very simple alpha- 
bet has been arranged, much simpler than 
that of the Morse system, and 
an officer with a watch in his 
hand can receive messages by mirror 
fiashes of greater or less length in regard to 
anything that it may be desired to commun 
ate over large spaces of country. The dis- 
- tance over which asingie heliograph can op- 
erate varies in accordance with the elevation 
of the station above the surrounding country, 
and the condition of the atmosphere. Signals 
have been successtully sent 125 miles, and 
there is littie doubt that this can be very 
greatly exceeded. 
INDIAN HELIOGRAPHY. 

Asa matter of fact, we really owe the helio- 
graph system to the Indians, and it 
is strange that it has not been adopted before. 
One great reason why such difficulty has been 
met with in overtaking marauding bands is 
that the Indians had a nearly perfect system 
of nos, cog a principally by smoke, while the 
cavairy had none, and went groping about 
after an enomy whose whereabouts was un- 
known. The Indians could send news from 
one band to anotber of the movements of the 
troops, but one column of cavairy had no 
means of communicating with another, and 
therefore tne hostiles often slipped off between 
their assailants. When in battle the helio- 

raph mirror system was nearly always used 
br all Indlans. All chiefs were provided with 
& small, round mirror, andthe commander, 
stationing himself on a height, could direct 
the movements of his men by flashes from the 
glass heldin his hand; no orderliesor aides 
could carry orders as rapidly, and the little 
wirrors proved of immense value. Under the 
present system the troops wiil be on an 
equality with the Indians, in case hostilities 
sboujd break out, as signals 
can be sent from one column 
to another scores of miles away. The tele- 
graph lines to small posts, always very ex- 
pensive, can be dispensed with and hello- 
graphic telegraphy substituted. 

RAILROADS AND RANCHES. 

But the military uses of the heliograph-will 
be far less important than those to which it 
can be put by civilians. The railroad officials 
representing lines penetrating the mountain 
regions where snow blockades or washouts 
are likely to occur, have been carefully ex- 
amining the results atta + age by the military, 
and before another wintér passes there is littie 
doubt that every town will carry a 
heliographic apparatus. Those who remem- 
ber the experiences of the trains on the Cen- 
tral Pacific blockaded by snow last winter will 
recoliect that for days it was impossible to get 
any news from them. The telegraph wires 
were down and the passengers were com- 
pletely isolated. With heliographic appara- 
tus messages could have been sent bourly and 
much suffering avoided, as the relief parties 
could have been infor med of the condition of 
the imprisoned trains and the relief 

The new system will certainly 
on the Central Pacific 
The ranchmen 
have also taken it up and will ewploy it 
extensively. After a blizzard itis often very 
difficult to ascertain just where cattie have 
drifted, and thousands have been lost on tbis 
account. With a means of communication 
like that furnished by the heliograph news of 
the whereabouts afthecattiecan be flashed 
from ranch to ranch, andthe cowboys can be 
after them ae soon asthe storm abates. The 
alphabet is very easily learned and the mode 
of * eration is simple. The apparatus is 
uliarly adapted to cummunication in our 
seared country and iis use is certain to 
extend.’’
